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Red lipstick can be tough to wear but it's the one item in your makeup bag that can 
completely change your look, transforming you to instant glamour, with an air of 
elegance. Lips have to be smooth and soft for it to work though, so make sure you 
buff your lips with a lip scrub to remove any dry, flaky skin.

I'm often asked by my clients and students what the most popular nail colour choices are, what are the 
latest fashion trends for nails and what they should be wearing for each season. But I have an equal 
number of clients, who have their favourite colour and stick to it religiously. 

So it got me thinking, what does your choice of nail colour say about you? 

Each New Year usually starts with an announcement from Pantone revealing the 'Colour of the Year'.

Of course, the analysis of colour or colour therapy is not a new phenomenon. Evidence of colour therapy 
has been discovered dating back thousands of years to the ancient cultures of Egypt, China and India. 

So what is colour? Colour is simply light of varying wavelengths and frequencies, each colour having its 
own particular wavelength and energy.

“I find all aspects of the images meaningful and am 
intrigued by other people's opinions of them. We had a 
few ideas, from using nuts as a lip accessory to drawing 
pins in the shots (Zoe came up with them). 

I had a rough idea for my lighting, pre shoot. It was 
going to be head and shoulders, so quite an easy, static 
set up with the only variant being the coloured gel 
and not being able to control the smoke. Working 
with black makeup, I knew would be interesting* I 
didn't know how much the black would absorb light 
and could only predict how it might reflect speculator 
highlights. So in that respect, ! did not know how big of 
a key light 1 required, or if it would need much of a fill 
light I just left that out of camera, using the LCD, which 

wasn’t ideal. 

! have a small studio and use cheap, unbranded 
mono block strobes. I believe a light is a light so... 
The modifier is more important, unless it’s about 
conveniences in tiny adjustments. It was a really simple 
set up; ISO 200, f i 3, I 60 shutter, with two lights (I think) 
and a reflector board. Looking at the catch-lights in the 
eye, I think ! must have used a small beauty dish as the 
key light, The hard bit was trying to control the smoke 
and making judgement calls in real time, while ignoring 
any temptation to go over the top and contour all pins 
and do Zoe’s head in with that. Looks that we’d done 
previously and were flawless to the eye would show up 
under the strobe, so little things like that were a pain 

and meant a lot of attention. 


Working with Zoe however, is never an issue, as we 
have a good relationship. With her acting skills, I knew 
she would make the shoot work. For me, the image of 
Zoe with her tongue out is one of the reasons I love 
working with her. She also has crazy ideas. 





I could pick holes in the finished photos but when do 
you let it be a moment in front of you and not over 
engineer it in post editing? If anything, I could argue that 
I did too much, because the black paint was colourless, 
due to correcting the spill from the coloured gels 
and white balance. In terms of how much the shoot 
changed in general, I think you embrace it or be 
eternally frustrated. Irs that combo that creates THAT 
moment, after all. We also did a completely impromptu 
shot, looking for something and found ’caution wet 

paint 1 tape. So we used that 
at the end against a white 

wall”

Preparation and Planning: 

On this particular shoot, most of the organisation was via 
written communications, with Russ leading the way and me 
as the MUA. However, a few days prior to the event, the 
model cancelled and after some discussion, we decided that 
I would be the model also. 


Shoot Story; 

Although multi-tasking is sometimes difficult and puts more 
pressure on mej was happy to utilise my skills on this 
shoot. Because Russ and i have a good working relationship 
and know each others capabilities, I was confident that Russ 
could help me with the makeup, as some places were just 
too difficult to reach, doing it on myself 









I enjoyed the level of creativity on this shoot and bouncing ideas off of each other and the occasional total madness. 
Being the MUA and model was not easy but it was very 
satisfying and gave me a sense of accomplishment. That’s not to 
say I want to do that all of time though. I prefer either sitting 
back and being pampered by another MUA or applying my 
makeup skills to someone else.”

I have been a portrait photographer for a year and am based on the Isle of 
Wight and the south coast. Despite my very short time behind the lens, I 
always strive to achieve the best possible images I can and push my limits 
and boundaries to think outside the box. I enjoy all aspects of photography 
but especially working with models in the studio and on location. I love 
learning and want to progress myself and look forward to what the future 
holds. My dad showed me how to use a camera when I was young but I 
chose to play the guitar instead. Last year, I took up the camera again but 
had no idea it would take off like it has. My wife and I own a studio called 
'Pixel studios* (named after our cat) and at the end of a whirlwind year, ! 
got my first publication. 2016 is shaping up to be an eventful and exciting 
year also, with lots planned, I get inspiration from many areas and admire 
so many photographers, models and artists but I always turn to my Dad, 
who remains my biggest and most reliable source of advice. 

Preparation, Planning and Inspiration: This shoot was for the model. 
Miss P 7 s, portfolio. She had an idea and asked if I could help her out. We 
arranged a studio shoot but had little prior planning, which wasn’t an issue, 
as Miss P and myself tend to work best off-the-cuff. She showed me some 
examples of the images she wanted to achieve and we planned it around 
them. We spent around half a day in the studio, test shooting lighting and 
poses, and eventually settled on the theme. Miss P and I have worked 
together on many occasions and have a great working relationship; pushing 
each other hard to achieve the results we want. Having an experienced 
model doing the shoot gave me time to focus on the image, so 1 had less 
post-editing to do and kept it as natural and straight from camera as I 
could. 


The Shoot: This was done in my studio, so we could have the lighting 
exactly how we wanted it. I used a Canon 7GD camera and Sigma 35mm 
and 50mm Art lenses. I used my studio lights for continuous lighting, with 
a Yongnuo YN60GEX RT flash, mounted on my camera. It had a large ring 
diffuser on it.The settings were [SOI 00 Shutter 1/160 between F8-1 3, 
depending on distance*

Bio: 

I was born in 1970 and have been a life-long dedicated fan of horror films, as well as a life-long creative. After 
studying fine art and design, I worked in design and graphics and still do. I’ve produced book covers for authors 
and created imagery for magazines and websites, as well as many other interesting things. In 201 3, 1 was asked 
to produce a book cover for Lisa Richardson’s new horror novel ‘Blog of the Dead’, which was produced from a 
special photo-shoot using zombie actors. This shoot was incredible fun, so I did some more and before I knew it, 
this weird ‘horror photography’ was in demand and starting to acquire a following. I discovered, quite by accident, 
that my many years of professional creative work and my life-long passion for horror had actually resulted in my 
having an unusual skill for creating horror images. Since it all started, ‘Horrify Me’ has won accolades and awards 
and the work has been published worldwide in publications such as Malevolent, Coffin Cuties, Digital Dead, 
Starburst and Bizarre. Last Halloween, it even got picked up by the national press. My work is followed by some 
true legends of the horror world including Tom Holland, Clive Barker, and Tom Savini. 


Preparation, Planning and inspiration: 

Normally, it requires clothing and costumes that we can trash (especially in zombie shoots), so Ebay is ideal for 
grabbing cheap garments. Makeup is usually done out of the kit-box rather than using pre-fabricated prosthetics, 
although prosthetics are used from time-to-time. Sometimes, I have to make lots of props for a shoot, such as fake 
guts for the human autopsy and the ancient robes of the 'Grim Reaper’. Being quite a spontaneous type, I never 
over plan any shoot. I tend to plan and prepare just enough to get by and then let my gut instinct take over . . . pun 
intended! 


YOUR SHOOT 
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“The shot is from my Dawn of the Dead mbyte shoot (the 
original 1978, George A Romero film).This character is the 
‘airport zombie’. I love it It’s one of the best zombie films ever 
made, because its gore and horror is underscored with sharp 
wit and clever social satire. A lot of people say that the zombies 
in DOTD have dated badly and these days, look cheesy. But I 
disagree. I decided to recreate Tom Savini's, grey-faced zombies 
quite closely to their originals, to prove that they still look 
cool.This photo features Mike Butler, who tolerated a lot of 
uncomfortable face prosthetics and paint for this classic shot 
The best part of this shoot was that Tom Savini himself (the 
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makeup legend from DOTD and many other horror films) 
my photos on Twitter. It is very exciting for me.”

THE SHOOT 

I’m fairly secretive about how I work but the basics are this: 

I shoot with a Nikon D81 0 and a SOmm prime. In the studio, 
most of my shots are done in the dark with just a few soft boxes 
to provide scant lighting and a smoke machine to provide 


some 

extra atmosphere. I shoot on a fairly low ISO for the conditions, 
around 200-300 normally and f3.2 on average, with fairly fast 
shutter speed.This produces pretty poor exposure but it is 
intentional. I hardly ever use reflectors and very little fill light. 

I’m by no means a purist when it comes to photography and the 
studio work is only the first half of the task. The rest is done in 
Photoshop, where editing the raw and somewhat under-exposed 
files allows me to selectively bring out the details I want What 
many photographers might consider rescue work of an under- 
exposed image is more or less my regular technique. It’s pretty 
unusual but it works beautifully in horror shot$.There is a bit 
more to it than this, of course, but I do like to keep a few key 
elements of what 1 do to myself. 


Directing horror shoots can be a very complex affair. The re is 
a range of emotional pitches to hit, from fear, to seduction, to 
rage, and many pitches in between. Doing this convincingly is a 
process that requires patience and skill. Some people are better 
at it than others but my challenge is to get a totally realistic 
performance from literally anyone. I’ve learned over the time 
I’ve been doing this that you can access extreme emotional 
expressions in people if you gain their trust and give them 
absolute confidence, so good people skills are perhaps my best 
asset in this respect.

Rick told us 
what would happen during the day and before I knew 
it, I was sitting in a chair getting coated in liquid latex 
and cotton wool. Throughout the entire process Rick 
explained about the makeup and what he used to create 
certain looks. He taught us how to look, how to stand 
and how to act. It was a mega experience.Then came 
the blood! So much blood and that took the shoot to a 
whole new level! 




We were all over the moon 
and acting like children so 
much, we decided to go 
to the shops still made up. 
People looked interested, 
scared, happy, puzzled and 
worried. With in a couple of 
days, the finished photos were 
on Horrify Me's Facebook 
page and the comments 
we received were amazing. 
Everything about this shoot 
was fantastic.

To sum up, if you want a day filled with fun, laughs, blood 
guts, gore and horror then get yourself booked in.The 
only problem is choosing who to be; a rotting zombie, 
a demon, vampire, werewolf, or something from the 
deepest, darkest depths of your own mind. The list is 
endless.

It made for one hell of a photo-shoot but, and this is a word of advice to 
those seeking to use ‘unconventional’ locations, it could have been a health hazard. We would not go back 
to this particular place again;

5 to the weather but the shoot was superb. Our 
w photographer was Richard Wakefield. I have had 
X the pleasure of working with him on a few other 
O projects and consider him to be one of the best 
0 visionary artists I know. Marcus Phoenix Godfrey 
{the male model), known in the profession as 
‘Phoenix’, is a regal and handsome man, who 
sets a high goal for other male models. The 
most enjoyable part of any shoot for me is the 


preparation. It took us around three to four weeks 
to fully set up, arrange and agree to the shoot 
theme and then choose the location. Then there 
was the wardrobe, much of which came from 
earlier shoots, makeup references, prop design and 
management and much more. The final pleasure 
comes when you see all that hard work come 
together in the final images.

From then on I spent my spare time travelling to spectacular 
diving locations and volunteering for different marine organisations 
which enabled me to learn a lot about many species of marine animals, 
whilst also enhancing my skills as an underwater photographer, which is 
my main passion. 

My images have won a few competitions onViewbug and I have had 
some of my work featured in calendars, articles and websites of different 
marine science charities and organisations. 

I now work as a full-time fireman but due to my shifts I get a fair bit of 
time off and for the last 6 months, l have been working hard to build 
my photography into a part-time business. As well as selling prints of my 
underwater work, I have built my own studio and regularly shoot people 
and pets. 






Photographing people in the studio is still fairly new to me but 
something that I have learnt a lot about and am realty starting to enjoy. 

I love to shoot people that have a strong look and character to create 
striking images that stand out from the crowd. I was looking for a female 
model that was not only pretty but someone that had a unique and edgy 
look so that I could capture some great images for my new website. 

Luckily, I have a friend that perfectly fits the bill and has some previous 
modelling experience. 

It turns out that Emma (my model) was looking at getting a portfolio 
together, as she was hoping to secure some more modelling work. 

Emma really enjoys dressing up and getting into character and has 
recently started to train to become a fitness model.We met up and 
shared our ideas on a few looks that we could try out and arranged a 
photoshoot

Emma was great to work with and I fee! that we achieved some very strong and varied images that would suit 
her portfolio and link in with the type of modelling that she likes to do. I’m looking forward to working with her 
again soon to see what else we can come up with. 


I shot in my home studio using 2 elinchrom D lite flash units with soft boxes against a black muslin backdrop. 

My camera - Canon 5D mk3 and L Series 24-70mm f4 lens was set @ ISO 100 and a shutter speed of 180 and 
throughout the shoot I used an aperture of between f8-fl3.This ensured that she was pretty much fully in focus 
but allowed me the option to change the aperture slightly to change the brightness of my picture without having to 
adjust the fights as much. I changed the lighting to various positions sometimes using only one and sometimes using 
both lights depending on what I felt suited that image that we were working on. I do like to get creative and move 
the lights around a lot to explore different ways of lighting my subject and create a nice effect, 

I must admit that we stumbled across an idea for a couple of the images and Emma asked if she could go out for a 
cigarette. I asked if she would smoke in the studio whilst I carried on shooting, to see what the smoke may bring 
to the image as it got lit up by the flash. When I first viewed the images on the computer, it didn’t seem to add that 
much to them until I isolated the smokey areas and brought up the clarity. Looking at them now, I believe that the 
smoke really brought another element to the images and don’t feel that those ones would have worked quite as 
well without it.
